Attorney-Genoral Martin Kails to Enlist 
Sir John's Sympathy to Assist Him in 
Doing Away with the French Litn- 
Language. 

Ottawa, Sept. 30.— Attorney-General 
.Martin, of the Manitoba government, 
has failed in his mission to enlist the 
sympathy of Sir John Macdonaltl to 
assist him in doing away witli the 
French language as an official language 
in that province. His proposed 'meas- 
ure can only become a law liy the con- 
sent of the Dominion parliament, and 
Sir John refuses to help him. It must 
he in the form of an address to the 
British parliament and pass through the 
parliament at Ottawa, where its defeat, 
considering the strong French vote in 
that assembly, Is certain. Members of 
the Provincial government in Quebec 
positively alfirm that if the French- 
speaking minority in Manitoba are de- 
prived of their language in the legisla- 
ture of that province they will retaliate 
by aboliohing the language of tho Eng- 
lish-speaking minority in the Province 
of Quebec so far as it relates to the pro- 
vincial legislature. 



PROSPECTING ON THE YUKON. 

Four Mlueri Who Have Traversed the 
Entire Length of the Groat River. 

The hark J. D. Peters, which arrived 
at Port Townsend on Saturday last 
from Ouualoska; brought four miners, 
named Mooney, Adams, 0'Hara and 
Horning, as passengers. One of the 
men saitl to a reporter of the Port 
TWnsend Argus: During the year 
past wo have traversed the entire 
length of the Yukon, which with its 
windings is about 'J, 000 miles long. The 
only milling we did was on "forty- 
mile" creek, a tributary of the Yukon, 
but gohl in pitying quantities was not 
found. We found some small deposits 
on the creek and on the Yukon, but not 
enough co warrant anyone making the 
journey to that country, and it is prob- 
able that more men willleove the coun- 
try than will enter it. There were 
no depredations by the Indians at all, 
those met by the prospectors being 
friendly. The men left 40-mile creek 
in June and went to St. Michaels, reach- 
ing there in July. Horning states that 
at St Michaels the Commercial Co. hud 
just launched a vessel coating $55,000, 
and on her first trip she was sunk with 
her full cargo of "JOO tons. The car^o was 
principally goods for the millers, and it 
is thought much Buffering will ensue 
from the fact of there being no way to 
get supplies to them. The men reached 
St. Michaels early in June, and were 
taken on board the cutter Bear at that 
point and carried to Ounalaska, where 
they were given passage on the J. B. 
Peters. 

One of the miners, Dave Adams, suf- 
fered from scurvy, and lust winter was 
thought to be insane, lie improved

—Five O lasses of the Urutf Would 
Not Affect Him. 



London, Sept. 30. — The World pub- 
lishes the following article over the 
signature of Edmund Yates on tho life 
of Wilkie Collins : "It was during the 
progress of the writing of the 'Moon- 
stone' that Wilkie Collins first acquired 
the baleful habit of taking sedatives, 
which he continued mot e or less through- 
out his life. Being excited beyond 
measure by the constant nerve pleasure 
created by the necessity of having 
every thread of |us Blory constantly 
Within hia grasp, and suffering UmU>l' 
sharp attacks of rhcunutip gout in his 
eyes, and having been distracted by 
serious illness of his mother, to whom 
ho was devotedly attached, Wilkie 
Collins did as Coleridge, De Quincy 
tnd no end of other eminent men 
n the fraternity hod done before 
him. He sought and found relief in 
anodynes. From what be himself told 
mo, and from what I heard from friends 
ing greater intimacy with him, I 
believe that about that period ami for 
the greatest part of his after life Wilkie 
Collins was in the habit of taking daily 
and without apparent serious effect 
more absolutely pure laudanum Umn 
uld 'have sufficed to kill mi entire 
ship's crew or a whole company of sol- 
liers. This amount was, of course, ar- 
rived at slowly and by degrees. An 
actor who knew Collins intimately re- 
marked at the funeral of the novelist: 
I have seen Collins think five glasses 
of laudanum without i^ t^tr<cctLny Tiiui in 
the least. He Buffered un injury when 
a young man which rendered It neces- 
sary to tuke opium to alla,y the pain. 
Life would have been almost unbearable 
to him without it.' "

Li conclusion, the article 
demands to know whether or 
not England is bound liy any agree- 
ment to aid in the objects of this alli- 
ance, or give couiiteuunce to its acts. 
If she has been committed, the people 
of the British empire ure entitled to 
know by whom, and with what pros- 
pects of advantage to thu country. Tho 
article is certain to bring a semi-official 
denial or avowal of England's participa- 
tion in the triple compact, und some in- 
teresting revelations are among the pos- 
sibilities.

If the City Council think that by fur- 
ther resisting the payment of the school 
refund for which the Provincial Govern- 
ment have recovered judgment against 
them in the Supremo Court, they are 
doing the will of the ratepayers, they 
sadly mistuke public opinion. 

To the intelligent public it appears 
Lut a waste of money to further resist 
payment of a demand which the best 
read lawyers pronounce to be constitu- 
tional, and which has been endorsed by 
a largo majority of the voters of the 
city. We say endorsed, for is it not 
the fact that at tho last bye-election the 
Hon Mr. Davie was opposed princi- 
pally upon this very question, but was 
returned by a pronounced majority 1 

The Council are opposing payment in 
tho dark — they do not seem to have 
taken the opinion of even one constitu- 
tional authority on the point; have not 
even asked the city barristers for their 
opinion. They seem to prefer to be 
their own lawyers, and we fear will 
find, to the cost of the public, that they 
have but fools for their clients. 

We were informed lust evening in the 
Times that a gentleman connected with 
the corporation (presumably His Wor- 
ship the Mayor, who considers himself 
something of a legal light) being asked 
what he thought of the matter, argued 
that the special tax, as he termed it, 
must be unconstitutional, because (says 
this luminary) " if the Legislature can 
legally impose upon the city of Vic- 
toria a special tux of nearly !?li,000, 
there is nothing to prevent an 
imposition of ten times that sum." 
This is the shallowest kind of twaddle, 
and unworthy to lie dignified by the 
name of argument. According to the 
lsgal light referred to, and his meth- 
od of argument, every tax imposed by 
the legislature would be unconstitution- 
al, simply because tho power would ex- 
ist to make it ten times or a hundred 
times as much— e. g. the Provincial 
revenue tax which is per head would 
be clearly unconstitutional, because, if 
the legislature has power to tax .*.'! it 
could raise it to $:I0, or §300, or $3000 
per bend, which would reduce the argu- 
ment (says the legal luminary) to an 
absurdity. Like " our reliable author- 
ity" which the Times is perpetually trot- 
ting out, but which always turns out to be 
a false prophet, this "legal luminary" will 
lead our contemporary, and the council 
too, if they will follow him, into absurd 
and humiliating error, and we would ad- 
vise that lie should be died forthwith. 



PARALLELS TO HUSH HOME 
RULE. 

The most prominent article in this 
mouth's Fortnightly Review is one by 
the eminent historian, Professor E. A. 
Freeman on "Parallels to Irish Home 
Rule." Ho remarks that "representa- 
tive Iriabmon said at the time that they 
wished to be as Canada, and Mr. Glad- 
stone's bill would have made Ireland as 
Canada in all essential points. Canada 
has Home Rule by a grant from Great 
Britain! If Ireland ever has Home 
Rule, it will bo practically, though per 
haps not formally, by a grunt from 
Great Britain." Professor Freeman 
goes on to show that Home Rule pre 
vails now in all parts of the Queen's do 
minions, except Great Britain and Ire 
land and tho Crown colonies and mill 
tary settlements, which have not a rep 
reaentative constitution. The Isle of 
Mai. and the Channel Islands close to 
England have had Home Rule for ages, 
while the great colonies, such as Aus 
tridiu and Canada, have had Home Rule 
granted to them by Great Britain by 
"comparatively recant Acts of Parlia 
ment." In all, there are no less than 
twenty-four Home Rule Parliaments 
under the crown of England, with no 
voice in the general affairs of the 
Queen's dominions, "while the Parlia 
ment of the United Kingdom can, when 
it chooses, legislate for the dependent 
community." It is very important to 
point out that Home Rule is "no new 
and monstrous thing," invented by Mr. 
Gladstone, when thero is' so much 
" wild talk about disintegration of the 
Empire and what not." Professor 
Freeman's short article is bristling with 
finds, and shows the different kinds of 
Home Rule existing ill the world und 
different foreign governments, as well 
under the Government of England. He 
points out as a curious thing that 
though all the powers of the colonies of 
Canada and Australia "are strictly 
giants from Great Britain," those of the 
Isle of Man and tho Channel Islands 
aro not; but rather, "it is a question 
bow these islands became dependencies 
of England." Any one seeking informa- 
tion on the subject of Home Role should 
re id the short article of this great Ilia 
torieal writer. 



THE LAND OF THE FREE. 

It seems that Frederick Douglas, ' the 
accredited representative of the Govern- 
ment of the United States to the Repub- 
lic of Hayti, because he is u colored 
man, cannot receive the treatment on 
board the steamboats of the States and 
on the cars that is accorded to the 
meanest white man who has money 
enough to buy a ticket. It does seem 
singular that a man eminent for his 
ability all over the civilized world and 
u trusted servant of the Government 
cannot in the "laud of the free" receive 
the treatment which he pays for and 
to which every citizen bus a right. It 
appears that the Government seeing 
that he could not get the steamboat and 
railway accommodation which u man in 
his position should be able to command 
without question saved him and itself 
from indignity by sending him to Nor- 
folk, where he was to embark for Hayti, 
ill the United Slates steamer Despatch. 
We have seen a rumor that the com- 
commander of the warship ordered to 
take him to his destination tried by one 
of those pretexts which ollieiuls know 
how to use when thoy wish to 
shirk a duty which is to them 
duajrccable, to avoid taking the 
Minister to Hayti on board his ship. 
We cannot credit so Improbable a re- 
port, and one which reflects such dis- 
credit on the discipline of the United 
States navy. 

It is no wonder that the race problem 
lias become so embarassing and so dilli- 
cult of solution, when the white Inhabi- 
tants of the South are deliberately tak- 
ing measures to maku it insoluble. The 
treatment accorded to Mr. Douglas will 
go a long way to make the raco ques- 
tion in the South more difficult than 
ever and to embitter the colored men 
against those who are determined to de- 
ny them the privileges of fellow citizens. 
It would appear us if the whites hud de- 
termined to precipitate u wai' of rueoB 
M Die South : for it is impossible to im- 



AN OUTSPOKEN LI SHOE. 

Bishop Fowler, of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, who a short time ago 
returned to California from China, has 
given a largo class of the politicians of 
that state great offence. He made 
speech in which be told his people what 
lie bad heard and seen in Chin 
Among other things be said that the 
rulers of China are indignant at tli 
way in which the Chinese are treated i 
the United States, and that they arc 
making preparations to retaliate. They 
threaten to dismiss all the Americans in 
the employ of the State, and to (lis 
c lUtinue the use of kerosene, which the 
Viceroy of Canton condemns as a dan 
g-jrous substance, productive of 
and loss of life. In short, the Govern 
ment of China is so exasperated at the 
treatment which the subjects of the 
Emperor are receiving at the hands o 
the people of the United States, and at 
what, it declares to be their disregar 
the most solemn treaties, that it con 
siilers any means of retaliation that pre 
sent* itself, even war, justifiable. 
Bishop Fowler did not say anything 
that was not the result of his observa 
lions in China, but some of his country 
men are as angry with him as if he were 
himself the adviser of the extreme mens 
urea which he says the Chinese author 
ilies contemplate resorting to when 
opportunity offers. In this the 
American journalists and politicians 
are very unreasonable. What Bishop 
Fowler says is nothing more than 

i very able Chinese diplomatist 
Id Hung Chang, stated openly and in 
the most formal way six months ago. 
And it is nothing more than the Amen 
cans might expect. The nature of th 
Chinese is human. And men naturally 
do not feel disposed to return good foi 

v-il. If American citizens were ill 
Heated in China or in any other coun 
try, if they were shown in a thousand 
,vay.s that they were not welcome, and 
if stringent laws were passed excluding 
I hem, Americans would feel indignant 
anil they would instruct their govern 
dient to retaliate in every shape 
way on the inhospitable people who 
were so blind to the virtues of American 
citizens anil so regardless of the dignity 
and power of the American republic as 
to treat them as a sort of human vermin 
which should be kept out of their coun- 
try at all risks; and it is hardly to be 
expected that the pagan Chinese are to 
he more forbearing and more forgiving 
I hall the Christian Americans. The 
American people must have been indeed 
-.hallow und shortsighted if, when they 
passed laws hostile to the Chinese they 
• lid not calculate upon incurring the bit- 
ter enmity of the nation against whom 
i hey discriminated in so offensive a 
manner. It is not in the nature 
of man, black, yellow, or white, not to 
resent such treatment. Of course the 
Americans have the right, if they choose 
to exercise it, to exclude the people of 
any other sountry, and to pass laws 
preventing their settling in the United 
States, but when thoy do this they 
ought not to expect to remain on terms 
of friendliness and good neighbourhood 
with the people with whom thoy refuse 
lo associate. Such jug-handled friend- 
liness cannot last long. People who 
have any spirit will not long submit to 
what they regard as ill-usage, and they 
will not keeji up a friendly intercourse 
ong idler the friendliness ceases to be 
mutual. If then the Chinese talk as 
Bishop Fowler says they do, and if 
their intentions are such as he describes 
them to be, the Americans ought not to 
feel either surprised or angry. They, 
in fact, ought to be prepared for such it 
result, for it is just what they had good 
reason to expect. Tho abuse which is 
showered upon that dignitary of the 
Methodist church is purfectly senseless. 
It is his duty to tell men that ns they 
sow so shall tiiey roup, und if tho liar, 
vest when it uppeurs does not please 
tin-in they should blame thumselves for 
sowing tho seed, and uot the teacher 



who most probably warned them of its 
nature and the crop ik would cortuinly 
produce. 

THE FRENCH ELECTION. 

It is not doubted now that the party 
improperly called Conservative in 
France were badly beaten at the gen- 
eral election. The " Conservative " 
party in that country is now tho revo- 
lutionary party. It is the party which 
would destroy tho republic and estab- 
lish n monarchy or an empire In its 
stend. Its members are conservatives 
vlio do not want to conserve but to 
haugo and to ovorturn. It is uot a 
homogeneous party by any means. It 
is composed of Royalists, Boiiupurtbts 
and Roulangists. If it were tiiuinph- 
int there would not be peace, or any- 
thing like peace. Each of the factions 
of which it is composed would endeavor 
to have its own way, und with a united 
and determined opposition of Rcptili- 
licuus it would be iinpossiblo tn predict 
the result. 

But the Conservatives have, as we 
have said, been badly beaten. The re- 
turns show that the whole of the Con- 
servatives elected would make but an 
insignificant minority. They number 
all told 159 members— Royalists 85, 
Bonapartists 51, and Boulangists 22, 
The Republicans returned are 218. 
There are to be new elections in 167 
districts. The cause of this is that ac- 
cording to the election law of France 
the deputy returned must have a clear 
majority of the votes polled. If, for 
instance, there are three candidates, 
and 900 votes are polled for A, 550 for 
15, and 400 for 0, There are polled for 
15 and C 950 votes, while only 900 are 
east for A, consequently A does not poll 
a majority of the votes cast unci in or- 
der that tho candidate must represent a 
majority of the electors polling their votes 
there must be a new election in the dis- 
trict. This is fair enough, but it some- 
times leaves the result of uu election 
uncertain for some time. But it is 
known that Republicans will be return- 
ed by fur tho greater number of dis- 
tricts in which now elections are to be 
held, und so when they arc over, the 
strength of the different parties will be 
relatively, pretty much as it is now. 

Not only have the Republicans been 
returned by a large majority and the 
constitution therefore safe, but it is con- 
fidently asserted that the Administra- 
tion has been sustained, which is a very 
different thing. It will be remembered 
that the principal plunk of the Boulnn- 
gist platform was u revision of the con- 
stitution. He wanted to abolish the 
Senate and to make the Executive like 
that of the United States, Independent 
of the Legislature. Other radicals 
wished for a revision also, but their aim 
was to place nearly the whole of the ex- 
ecutive power in tho bunds of n com- 
mittee of the legislative body. But ap- 
pearances indicate that the revisionists, 
even if they are assisted by the Consor 
vatives, so-called, will not be able to 
carry out their schemes. BoulailgOf is 
nowhere, and the probability is that he 
will remain thero for the rest of bis life. 
The extreme Radicals ure not by any 
means strong in the new Chamber unci 
the prospect is that the constitution of 
the French Republic will not, in the 
near future at any rate, undergo any 
material change. The people appear to 
be tired of constant changes of the 
ministry and of the contests of factions, 
and want peace and tpiiet. It is to he 
hoped that the new Chamber which 
they have elected w ill give them what 
they want and what they need.

Trobably one of tho '.noat rotnarkabl.) of 
this class of cusm is ono which occurred In 
tho practices of tho lalo erudite and philo- 
sophic dean of the Long Island College Hob- 
pltut, Prof. Samuel (J. Armor. I record It, 
as I had it more than onco from his own lips, 
says u writer in tho Medical News: 

The putiont was a well-to-do man, with 
wife and children. He had purchased n 
uuiiirolioving/ remedy of a traveling quack. 
Its basis was cannbis Indica, or Indian 
hemp. Ho swallowed un overdose, talcing 
it in drachms insteud of drops. In time he 
developed all the symptoms of narcotic 
poisoniiip. In spite of all efforts on the purl 
of tho attending physician he died. The 
grief-stricken wife and cuildron wept at the 
bedside of the dead man. * * * At lust 
all lert tho death-chamber except Dr. Ar- 
m r and a negro attendant. Looking out of 
o window the doctor mused for some time 
over the sad fute of his friond and b -lie 
factor, for such he had been, nnd came to 
the btijlosoplilcal and scientific conclusion 
that his friend was somatically (function- 
ally) dead, to bo sure, but that cellular life 
was still active, for the room was warm. He 
thought that if the respiratory and circu- 
latory functions could be maintained by ex 
ternal influences until enough of the poison 
hnd been eliminated by the cellular activity 
the patient might still survive. Dr. Armor 
stated to me that if required he would sol- 
emnly swear that tho shortest possible time 
that could have elapsed from tho time death 
was declared until he concluded to make ef- 
forts at resuscitation "was at least one 
hour." In this estimate lie allowed for all 
the ciri-umstances that might cause time to 
be overestimated j and felt certain in his own 
mind that he had fixed tho timo at less than 
it had actually been. 

Bottles of hot water were applied to the 
linibH; hot water, pepper and whisky wore 
injected into the bowels and the same poured 
into tho stomneh. Artificial respiration 
was begun. When the doctor tired the 
negro relieved him, uud so they alternated. 
Occasionally the stethoscope was employed 
to detect a possible heart-flutter. All was 
of no avail. After two hours' effort the 
body continued lifeless: hone had fled. The 
negro continued, however, while the doctor 
rested. The desire to save his friend, if 
possible, and the scientific aspect of the 
question that had been raised caused a re- 
newed attempt; more injections were given 
and more hot Dottles were applied. 

More than three hours had elapsed and 
a'rnin was tlie attempt abandoned, am 1 once 
more vigorously made. After nearn four 
hours of hard work, and when about'to de 
sist for the third time, Dr. Armor thought 
he detected a siitrht movement ot ttie lips 
Soon again he was positive he saw it. Again 
be noticed it after a long interval, and was 
certain of returning life. The stethoscope 
discovered an occasional light, muffled 
sound over the heart. More injections were 
given and efforts at artificial respiration 
were redoubled. At last tlio gasp rjecauie 
pronounced tur heart ueats more frequent, 
tlie rospiratior deeper and more regular, 
until eventually respiration and circulation 
were cstaolished, but at a slow rate. Con- 
sciousness was not regained jor hours, bu» 
eventually returned, 

Dr. Armor's description of his own feel- 
ings and those of the family and the negro 
at the time may be better imagined than 
described. Tho patient was alive and well 
over a score of years afterward ; in fact- he 
was alive and well but o few years ago, and 
prominent'y known and interested in New 
England banking and financial circles.
